Senator Garfield’s New Home. 
Mentor Correspondence Cleveland Leader. 
General Garfield’s new house at tb s 
place has been built almost enirely from 
plans in the head of Mrs. Garfield. Black­ 
burn, as requested, drew a slight sketch, 
and Mrs. Garfield filled it out, the General 
marking in various directions with bold 
strokes of the pen. 
When the ideas of the 
wife of the distinguished Congressman 
had been put on paper. General Garfield 
wrote the following underneath as a gentle 
hint to the builders: 
“These plans must stand as above, unless 
otherwise ordered hereafter, it any part 
oi them is impracticable, inform mc soon 
and suggest change. 
J. A. G a r f ie ld . 
Washington, March 0,1880.” 
The Garfield farm 
house cannot be 
called grand in any sense of the word, but 
will be a very convenient country house, 
superior to the majority along this section 
of the ridge road.

public service as a m ailer of need and grat* 
nude.” 
Tne truth is that tne women had 
to be employed to count, sign, and airange 
me greenbacks which were issued to meet 
Ltio emergencies ot the war. 
A lter the 
first war luau was effected the ladles Were 
kept at Work uutil alter m idnight signing 
Lue crisp new notes, wuich did more than 
me sword in putting down the rebellion. 
Tucn the Internal lie venin Bureau was 
organized, a n i it was a m uter ol economy 
to e*nip>ov hundreds of women al $50 a 
mouth, 
and 
leave 
the 
largo 
salaries for men. it was necessary to in* 
crease the force in the Q aarierim ster Gen­ 
eral’s cilice, and again me governm ent took 
advantage of in needy women, and made 
mem write or copy for $50 a mouth, side 
by side with the mea who received $100 
and over that amount for the same class ut 
work. It’s no child’s work to perform the 
duties rn the departments 
It is lo gel to 
tho office every day, in all kinds ot weather 
aud at all aeiaous, aud to be closely con 
fined from 0 to 4 o’clock. 
The writer of 
the article speaks as though the average 
was $1,000 a year. 
This is a m istake; 
$000 is the salary, with one here and there 
wno is fortunate enough by long years of 
responsibility aud hard labor to be promot­ 
ed to $ i OOO or $1,200. 
The writer suggests that all tho women 
be turned out and mcu put rn their places 
who have their own families and a m oth­ 
er-in-law to support. 
With characteristic 
recklessness he iu one place speaks of the 
confinement to clerical labor, and la an­ 
other taal the dunes are light, and that the 
women use their salaries in extravagant 
dress The girls especially use their tunney 
to buy nbboos. It is true that there are 
oiaoy girls among those rn government 
employ,and I look at them with great 
respect when I see them cheerfully re­ 
nouncing tne pleasures incident to youth, 
and p: Hying what should be the happiest 
years of tneir lives la the close, foul air of 
tne departments, aud working hard tor the 
support of parents or the education of 
younger members ot the family. One girl 
in the same i Alce with myself has b en 
there seven years, title gives aliner sal­ 
ary to her father aud tm her, who for 
years have been in ill health. 
She uses 
noun ut her money for personal ador mdit, 
or, indeed, anywhere but lrom home to tne 
Treasury, back again to her home and 
aewio*;, and on sundays goes to church. 
A year ago a gentleman’s desk was Vacat­ 
ed, he preferring work in .another bureau 
—his salary of $1,800 a year wad andia 
continued to him. Miss F — 
, the young 
aud pretty girl I refer to, was taken from 
me work she was employed ludo at $900 
ani put at the vacant de:k. She has since 
that lime discharged 
the duties with 
regularity 
and

have been two opportunities to increase 
her salary. Two of the head clerks have 
died during the wiuicr. In the tirst case 
the vacancy was filled by promoting those 
of the men who were below the deceased 
clerk down to a messenger, who went up 
to $1,200. lo the next instance, an out­ 
sider, a mao, was appointed, and Miss

still runs the desk at the old $900 a 
year. It seems strange that men do not 
feel ashamed to practice such gross injus­

TALK A BOUT TOBACCO. 


Mome F a c to o f I n te r e s t to G ro w e rs, 
G lea n ed fro m a C hat w ith th e Mass­ 
a g e r o f a C st bass T obacco P la u ta tio u 
To the Editor. 
Chicago, May 31, ISSI)—Many Souther;, 
gentlemen are la Hic city al ibe present 
time. One more especially, with whom I 
bad an extended couverratloo, inh raud 
mc that be was for seven years a tureu.au 
OO a large plantation la Louisiana. Ai 
present be ie, and bos beta fur ten year?, 
manager on a tobacco plantation la the 
Island of Cuba. Ile gave me very willing 
ly many points, in regard to the cultivation 
of this plant, which may be ot interest to 
your numerous readers. I will give bis 
own words as nearly as I CSQ recollect, ana 
from notes taken at tile time. 
Ile say s the 
general impression in the more northern 
bUtes, seems to bt*, that very neb ground 
is nece Qary In order to ensure a good 
crop. This be v »ys is a fallacy, that goou 
soil, but not too much so, is snflijient. 
Thorough cultivation is the great rtqui&iie. 
As near as be Can learn, the soil ol VV is 
cousin and Illinois is tar superior in many 
respects lo that ot the {doutuern States oi 
Cuba for this plant, rs well as many 
others. 
Deep fall plowing is a necessity, with 
effective cultivation Just previous to plant­ 
ing in the spriog. Taal many we^ern 
farmers did not cultivate 1*11 plowing in 
the spring as it ought to be done, ere they 
put tneir seeds or plan’s in me grouud. 
Tobacco raised and cured in tbe Western 
States os it ought to be. was equal, it aul 
superior to any in Cuba or eisewneri. 
The cultivation ot tobacco wi s getting to 
be an important Industry in tbe north, aud 
certain tac*i should be kuown in order to 
make the annual crop profitable. 
To ar­ 
rive at perfection, it required considerable 
heat, but he did not doubt, that sfter get­ 
ting thoroughly acclimat I to northern 
latitudes, it would get very hardy, and 
stand the change ot climate with gca e 
degree? of fortitude than at pr sent. 
in
